I looked  at  my  role  of  camp  director  as  both  being  in 
charge  of  and  also  a part  of  the  total  camp  environment 0 
Therefore*  my  time  was  focused  differently 9 and  I really  had 
to  rely'  on  good  staff  people  who  could  follow  through  on 
thoir  responsibilities « Delegaticrrof  responsibility  was 
easily  accomplished  at  Sandy  Island  p since  most  o£$>our 
staff  people  had  a weslth  of  experience D This  made  it 
possible  fer  us  to  interact  with  the  campers  and  get  to 
know  them. 

In  working  as  a camp  director * one  must  have  support* 
Support  at  Sandy  takes  many  forms o It  comes  from  the 
Greater  Boston  TMCA*  the  Sandy  Island  Camp  Committee b and* 
most  importantly o the  camp  staff*  This  year  the  support  was 
continuous  and  constant  throughout  th?  season  from  everyoneo 
I thank  you  alio

Registration 

We  did  the  registration  of  campers  at  home^  and  ever? 
week  was  filled  except  for  one  opening  in  Week  9C  and  3 
openings  during  Labor  Day  Weekend* 

I found  the  existing  system  of  registration  with  its 
priorities p cut»off  dates 0 etca  to  be  somewhat  unclear  to 
the  campers o We  are  proposing  a system  for  next  year  not 
too  differentp  but  much  more  clearly  defined  as  to  how  the 
procedure  operates. 

Essentially p applications  will  be  mailed  the  first  week 
in  February o and  the  cutoff  date  for  maintaining  reservations 
will  be  April  1st.  Sponsors  have  until  May  1st  to  send  in 
their  reservations o New  campers  will  be  registered  after 
April  7th. 

Sandy  Island  continues  to  be  very  desirable*  and  with  the 
excellent  weather  and  happy  experiences  of  this  3ummer  we 
should  look  forward  to  another  good  season  next  year.  Many 
campers  took  brochures  to  give  to  their  friends „ and  we  had 
many  requests  to  bs  placed  on  the  mailing  list  for  1984 
applications.
